The fact that’ boxing has 
developed apace in many othor 
lunds has boon entirely overlook- 
ed, and with fifty countrios taking 
up boxing to-day in placo of tho 
half-dozen or so of ton, fifteen or 
twenty yours age, when Groat 
Britain had hoavs-woights who 
wore world's champions, the 
situation has complotely 
changed. : 

‘There is not the .slightost roa- 
son why this. country should be 
in a position any longor to mo- 
nopoliso the champiouship of the 


at ony sport. If we can koep 
round about or neartho top it is 
as much as we can expect. 

The troublo in Fngland is not 
that wo tato our sport too sori- 
ously as some people imagine, but 
that we do not take it sori: 
ously enough.. In the United 
States ao boxer would have to 
win thirty or forty fights and go 
through years of gruelling train- 
ing bofore-a promoter would put 
him forward in a big-fight. In 
this country a boxer will only bo 
in training for about six months 
before he is matched dyainst o- 
well-known man, : 

It should be realised that a 
hoxer who aspires to become 
champion of the world has a long 
and dreary journey before his 
dream can be realised. Much 
more could be dane to oncourage 
tho boys of this country -boxing 
halls and instructors, for instance, 
in overy city, town, and village, 
teaching the principles of «tho 
game to the youth A lot is 
already done in this respoct, but 
thoro must bo thousands of boys 
who for want of opportunity nevor 
put on a glove. 

[In our failure to proper facili- 
ties for tho boys—ospocially tho 
poor boys—to learn this national 
sport lies the socrot of our failuro 
to produco champions, or ovon to 
roach ea decont standard’ in 
boxing. 

Anothor reason why our pro- 
fessional boxing is so low in. 
quality is the absenco of any 
body in this country having con- 
trol of the sport. Any Tom, 
Dick, or Hatry can promote 
figlits and lenvo big men strandod 
owing to mismanagomont, a5 was
